Some years ago H. G. Wells wrote 
a delightful book—“* Our Women ”— 
and he called the “fundamental and 
eternal war of the sexes" immensely 
interesting. Now, however, he seems 
to have become a bit acrimonious. He 
claims that with woman's increasing 
freedom she is not developing fnto a 
greater helpmate for man. 

“As the life of man has become 
more civilized and mental, his need for 
an adequate helpmate has increased. 
He can no longer get along with a 
woman bought or captured and set to 
her special business in the harem. But 
while his need for a willing helpmate 
increases and his demands upon her 
expand, we find no disposition in able 
women to codperate with men.” 

H. G. Wells, like cvery one setting 
out to prove a point, becomes a trifle 
overemphatic in his assertions. He 
would blame the women entirely 
where Elizabeth Robbins would blame 
the man. And from observation of all 
strata of life, it would appear that 
neither is entirely right or wrong. To- 
day women. with all their vast new 
freedom, social and political, are nat- 
urally still in the experimental staze. 


' But the one basic fact remains, and to 


all appearances always will remain— 
that women are still primarily depend- 
ent on men as men are on women.

Everywhere you see women im- 
mensely concerned with the problem 
of being a real helpmate to man, more 
perhaps than in.the old days, when 
her powers were ‘infinitely limited and 
her capacity to help correspondingly 
narrowed. Women realize more today 
than ever before that the two sexes 
have to work together if they are nct 
to pull disastrously apart. 

As one Frenchman, Matine, puts it, 
“This thing, sex antagonism, has al- 
ways existed. It has stimulated and 
excited, been an impulse to effort and | 
achievement. But who can say, not 
knowing today the hearts of men and 
women 5,000 years ago, that there is 
not less of it today, with woman nof/ 
longer a chattel, but a free agent as 
the man is free.

Ruling Blocks $1,000,000 
Suits, Busch Says. 


Four years’ litigation ended yester- 
day when federal Judge Walter C. 
Lindley refused to enjoin the city from 


' wstng features of a double decked bas 


cule bridge which the Scherzer Roll- 
ing Lift Bridge company charged in- 
fringed its patents. 

Corporation Counsel F. X. Busch 
said the decision blocked the bridge 
company’s plans to sue the city for 
more than $1,000,000 damage«< based 
on the Michigan avenue link and the 
lake street bridges. 

During the Thompson administration 


. the Strauss Bascule Bridge company 
~ gued the city for infringement of pat- 


ents. Daniel Schuyler and Charles 
Weinfel4é, law partners of Samuel! Et- 
telson, then corporation counsel. repre- 
sented the bridge company. Its claim 
was compromised by the city councii 
for $250,000. 

Ideas Used by Others. 

Corporation Counsel Busch summoned 
prominent engineers, including Maj. 
Gen, George Goethals, U. 8S. A., retired, 
Panama canal engineer; H. W. Finley. 
president of the Chicago and North- 
western railroad, and Prof. W. A. Burr, 
member of the faculty of the Fordham 
Heights university and a federal con- 
sulting engineer. 

They agreed the ideas had been an- 
ticipated in government bridge plans 
as well as those devised by private 
engineer-experts years before letters- 
patent were issued to the Scherzer 
company. 


Ruling by Judge Lindley. 

“The court is of the opinion,” Judge 
Lindley said, “thxt, in view of the 
prior art as it has been developed, 
the designing of the bridges, as patent- 
ed by plaintiff, of the bridges built by 
the defendant, of the bridge proposed 
to be built across the Potomac river 
by Prof. Burr, and of the bridge de- 
signed by the engineer of the city of 
Chicago in 1901, was, in each instance, 
merely the exercise of mechanical skili 
of competent engineers.” 
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ECONOMIC LAW IS_ 
RAILROADS’ HOPE, 
FINLEY ASSERTS 


“Economic law, not legislative, is 
the only one under which railroads can 
operate successfully,” declared Willam 
H. Finley, president of the Chicago 
and Northwestern railroad, yesterday 
before the weekly luncheon of the As- 
sociation of Commerce in the Hotel La 
Salle/ His subject was “Getting the 
Railroads Back to the People.” 


“This last presidential election was 
the greatest rebuke to radicalism the 
world ever has seen,” he continued. 
“ Europe has tried for six years to ad-
